No better definition of a good style has 
apparently been found than “proper words 
in proper places.’ The difficulty is to get 
just the right word, and to avoid repeating 
“the same word till the reader is tired and 
sick of it. 

Great writers have made endless effort to 
find just the right word. It is said Trol- 
lope once struggled with himself for weeks 
to find a certain word he wanted but could 
not recall. At last, as he was riding in an 
old stage-coach over a very rough road, a 
sudden jolt bumped his head against the top 
of the coach, and simultaneously the word 
popped into his head. He declared that it 
was well worth the bump to get the word. 

In the search for the right word, and 2!so 
for the variety which makes a style charm- 
ing, a dictionary of synonyms and antonyms 
is indispensable. It is one of those little 
tools which every writer should and must 
have always at hand. 

The following volume has been carefully 
compiled from the best authorities, and pre- 
sents much information in a little space. 
While only the more common words will be 
found here, those common words are just 
the ones for which we want variations.
